Chief Habit - Forming 
Drugs Are Morphine, 
Heroin and Codeine — 
Some Begin Purposely 


HE depression seems to have 

hit most everything but the 
demand for morphine and co- 
caine. The cost of production 
and distribution has gone up, but 
the demand 
remains the 
same. or 
greater. Mor- 
phine, heroin. 
codeine, and 
cocaine are 
the great 
habit - form - 
ing drugs. It 
is very un- 
fortunate 
that the 
drugs which 
are so great 
a boon to 
suffering 
mankind 
should be the cause of so much 
sorrow, degradation, and mental 
degeneration. 

Unlike alcoho}, opium, from 
which morphine. heroin, and 
codeine are derived, does not 
produce organic lesions, but does 
produce an unmoral, anti-social, 
self - centered individual, who 
loses all sense of decency and 
honor. 

Morphine is the great pain 
specific and is a godsend to the 
sufferer from acute distress. It 
is the most powerful and most 
reliable drug to deaden pain and 
has saved many lives, yet its 
abuse overshadows all its good 
qualities. 

’ Heroin in its power to deaden 
the emotions is three times as 
strong as morphine, which in 
turn is eight times as strong as 
codeine. Heroin is used in 
cough mixtures to quiet nag- 
ging, strangling, and irritating 
coughs and also to allay pain. 
For these purposes, it is a won- 
derful and useful drug and its 
controlled use is eminently jus- 
tifiable, but its abuse produces 
appalling results. 


DR, CHRISMAN 


VERY few individuals form 

the heroin habit by using 
the drug for the control of 
asthma, chronic coughs, and 
bronchitis, but the great major- 
ity or heroin addicts commence 
deliberately to take the “~ug for 
its effects. 

In the early stages of poison- 
ing, it gives a great feeling of 
exhilaration and self-esteem, 
with an idea of great strength 
and importance. It soon destroys 
all sense of emotional values, as 
well as all sense of remorse and 
consideration of others. All sense 


of honor, integrity, and social re- 
sponsibility are paralyzed. As a 
result its victims become wild, 
irresponsible, self-centered beasts 
who care nothing for the rights 
of others or the sacredness of life 
or property, and take delight in 
the most atrocious crimes. 

It is the favorite drug of the 
young of the underworld, who 
begin to take it deliberately to 
increase their ego and deaden 
the pricks of conscience. While 
under its influence they lose all 
respect for law and honor. It 
drives them forth to prey on 
their fellow men, even the best 
of their friends. They become 
veritable fiends while under its 
influence. 

They apparently do not crave 
the drug. They only wish to sense 
the feeling of power and to lose 
the sense of responsibility. The 
beroin addict frequently becomes 
so with deliberation and intent. 
He is frequently an individual 
with an inferior mental balance, 
at heart a coward, and takes the 
drug to overcome this. 

HE morphine addict is usually 

an older person. Many of 
them begin innocently enough. 

They may hbegin taking it to 
overcome the morning after. an 
alcoholic debauch, to forget their 

sorrows, or tragedies. and dis- 

turbing memories. Very often 
they have begun taking it to con- 
trol pain or insomnia. 

Taking small doses at first 
they are always assuring them- 
selves that they can stop its use 
anytime when the pain and trou- 
ble have passed. When they trv 
to stop the drug, the discomfort 
is so great that they take just 
one more dose. The first sign: 
of the habit are peevishness and 
irritability. indifference toward 
their loved ones. carelessness in 
dress, and in business matters. 
and ‘a change in personality. 

As the dose increases all these 
symptoms increase. They become 
forgetful. morose, and indiffer- 
ent. Théy are discontented anda 
want to blame others for their 

~ condition. They bitterly resent 

Qhy. suggestion that they are 

ing a habit and invent elab- 
orate fantastic stories to hide 
the condition. As the habit pro- 
eresses they. lose all sense of re- 
sponsibility and wil! do almost 
anything to obtain the drug.

HE first really warm days

America Loses Gatti-Casazza as the Metropolitan

ITH the recent ending of the 

season at ‘the Metropolitan 
Opera House in New York the 
United States lost one of its most 
colorful adopted sons, for Giulio 
Gatti-Casazza. the eminent gen- 
eral manager of the opera, retired 
to his villa in Italy and America 
will probably see him no more. 
To persons of the music world 
this seems almost like a night- 
mare; they somehow still feel 
that Gatti will be sitting in his 
little office when the next season 
tees off. He has been like a tradi- 
tion at the opera house. 

For the last twenty-seven years 
this austere, dignified gentleman 
has directed the destinies of 
America’s largest musical organ- 
ization, and he has seen the opera 
grow from uncertain beginnings 
to financial success. and lately, 
‘o depression difficulties. Through 
it all the artistic side has always 
been upheld. 

Gatti—most everybody speaks 
of him thusly—is a striking fig- 
ure. Years ago he was marked by 
that sleek, black beard. which 
was, according to the best tradi- 
tions in the medical world, of the 
Van Dyke sort. Now it is streabes 


with white, and it therefore gath- 
ers still more dignity. The man 
has always carried himself with 
2 ste: iness of bearing which has 
been the chief factor in his re- 
markable control over sometimes 
temperamental people.

The making of a good sauce for 
your spaghetti is an art. It is not 
really difficult, but it requires 
numerous ingredients and long 
cooking. The seasonings are to be 
found in most stores — parsley, 
garlic. cloves. thyme and sage. 
You will also want dried or fresh 


mushrooms and Parmesan cheese.

You and Your - Child 


CHILD SHOULD 
BE TAUGHT T 
“HEAR” MUSIC 


By JANE HERBERT GOWARD 


HE question of music lessons 
is being argued pro and con 
in the Stokes home these days. 
Marian, the eldest of three chil- 
dren, is in her eighth year. There 
is a piano in the living room 
standing idle. It has occurred to 
mother that it would be a good 
idea to bring the two together. 
But dad shakes his head. “It is 
not the expense alone that I’m 
thinking of,” he says. “Take 
yourself. You learned to play on 
this very piano as a child. And 
there it stands. I'll wager that 
you haven’t touched the keys, ex- 
cept to clean them, in six years.” 
A piano in the home and no 
music! This is a serious indict- 
ment against any mother who 
can play. It means that she is 
neglecting the musical education 
of her children. By the fourth 
year any child, with very little 
guidance, can learn to get enjoy- 
ment out of 
music. When 
mother can 
make the 
music herself, 
so much the 
better. As the 
youngster 
marches, or 
keeps time or 
claps his 
hands in rhy- 
thm to the 
acco mpani- 
ment. it 
means an in- 
terest shared, 
the knitting 
of a closer bond of understanding 
between them. 

In homes without pianos, a vic- 
trola will do practically the same 
thing for child and parent. The 
idea is to train children to re- 
spond to music with their bodies. 
To develop the rhythmic sense 
first. Later the child can be 
taught to dance to music. Or 
maybe the inspiration to dance 
will come of itself. Meanwhile. 
do not neglect to sing a few 
simple songs. If the child seems 
to like a certain song, seize the 
opportunity; suggest that he 
learn it. If he wants to pick out 
a tune on the piano show him 
how. It may mean a developing

sense of melody. At any rate.“it’™ 


immediately makes him a per- 
former. 

Try Sunday night “sings” with 
everyone, including dad, grouped 
around the piano. Help a child 
become familiar with good musfe 
and make a game of identifying 
fine musical compositions. Take 
him to concerts. In short, teach 
him to appreciate music long be- 
fore you undertake to pay for 
lessons to teach him to play a 
musical instrument.

Te to avoid having the maid 
leave, and, of course, try to 
avoid having the man go too. You 
should have a good straight- 


from-the-shoulder talk with your © 


boarder, explaining to him that 
this maid suits your perfectly and 
that you do not desire to have 
anything occur that will make 
her leave you. Tell him to make 
his complaints to you, that you 
are responsible for his comfort 
and that you must ask him not 
to complain to the maid or to 
give her orders. 

The whole situation seems to 
have arisen because of this man’s 
tactless interference. None of us 
enjoys serving two masters. This 
maia is accountable to you for 


‘her actions. You must, of course, 


insist that she gives this man 
who is sharing your home the 
same courteous treatment she 
gives the rest of your family.
